Of the two powers, 
Russia seems to be the most active. 
He ships have made their eppear- 
ance in American waters, and it 
is plainly her intention, in cs3se of 
war, tc make what will und»ubtedly 
prove to bea very disastrous raid upon 
British commerce ; for it will be utterly 
‘impossible for her majesty’s jfleet to 80 
effectually perform patrol duty as to pro 
tect the English merchantmen.
